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A noted doctor reveals 
the rewards for sinning 


iM cor of the state of world affairs, normal, 
every day pressures have been magnified in 
most people. The result is an inerease in tensions 
and mental disturbances. G reatly affected are the 
sex habits of the “normal” American man and 
woman, which, as one doctor stated: “... results 
in greater infidelity among married people and 
also results in increased promiscuity. When dis- 
honest sex is on the rise. . - it is necesary to 
reappraise the reason for the tensions. Nothing is 
more normal than sex. Nothing is more abnormal 
than dangerous sex triggered by irrational causes.” 

Because of this statement, PEOPLE TODAY has 
asked noted psychiatrist Dr. Hiram Klein to illus- 
trate cases of dishonest sez. 


















Today’s tensions are leading U.S. couples 


Case A: Jerry F., former cor- 
poral in the Army, married 
but has no children. Com- 
plaint? Told doctor he was 
impotent and almost on the 
verge of suicide. His age, 23. 


After lengthy discussion, 
psychiatrist learned that 
Jerry was in the habit of 
visiting a house of prostitu- 
tion after an argument with 
his wife. He found it helped 
him, for then he could go 
home and make up with his 
wife. At a time prior to his 
visit to the doctor, he dis- 
covered that he was becoming 
impotent—that he could not 
have normal relations with 
his wife. Fear began to prey 
on his mind so much he con- 
templated suicide. 

The doctor realized that 
Jerry suffered from guilt 
feelings due to his visits with 
a prostitute. This worked on 
his mind and created an im- 
potency —for impotency is 
99% mental. A full under- 
standing of his problem, fol- 
lowed by an admission to his 


wife of infidelity led to cure. 


Case B: Mary Anne L., a 
heavyset girl of 21, attrac- 
tive. Came from a_ broken 
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home, had no girl friends. 
Was popular with boys. She 
was brought to the doctor by 
a confused mother who had 
caught her daughter in the 
sex act on their front porch. 


After a number of conver- 
sations with the girl, the doc- 
tor did manage to get her to 
talk. A product of a broken 
home, she lived with her 
mother. Having known little 
love in her formative years 
she began to look for it away 
from home, In her teens she 
was ungainly, took to eating 
heavily and eventually be- 
came chubby. As a wallflower 
she excused her lack of dates 
because “she was too fat.” 
This was her psychological 
defense. Later she began 
sleeping with boys, mistak- 
enly believing that this was 
love. The doctor was able to 
tell Mary Anne and her moth- 
er the reasons behind her 
actions and show how more 
affection at home plus a sensi- 
ble diet could eventually solve 
the problem. 


Case C: Georgia Kaye C., a 
dope addict on “H” and a con- 
firmed streetwalker was tak- 
en to the psychiatrist by a 


into infidelity, promiscuity and tragedy 


probation officer. 


The doctor was amazed to 
learn that the girl, who 
looked as though she was 35, 
was only 20. A former beau- 
ty contest winner, she had 
gone to New York to seek her 
fame and fortune. At the 
time she was only 18. Realiz- 
ing that she had little talent 
she thought she’d be able to 
get into TV by sleeping with 
producers and directors. She 
eventually ended up with a 
summer stock actor, living 
with him in Greenwich Vil- 
lage. He started her first on 
marijuanas, later got her on 
to heroin. When she caught 
the habit, he forced her into 
prostitution to earn money to 
support both of them as well 
as buy “H.” When her looks 
went so did her boy friend. 
The doctor sent her to Riker’s 
Island for the cure, later 
recommended a complete psy- 
choanalysis to help put her 
back on the road to normalcy. 


Case D: Mary Grace D., age 
24, single, has one child born 
out of wedlock. Problem? At- 
tempted suicide—trying to 
jump off the Golden Gate 
Bridge. 


The doctor learned that at 
the age of 17 she had become 
the mistress of a well known 
manufacturer who was mar- 
ried. He kept her, promising 
that someday he would di- 
voree his wife to marry her. 
Affair went on for 5 years, 
until she discovered one day 
that she was pregnant. When 
told about it he beat her furi- 
ously. They made up later 
and continued their relations 
on the promise that he would 
definitely leave his wife for 
her. Throughout the last 
three months of pregnancy 
and during the birth he made 
no attempt to see her, Upon 
returning to her apartment 
with the baby she swallowed 
her pride and called him. His 
answer was, “I don’t know 
who you are.” Completely 
alone in the world except for 
the tie to this man, her world 
shattered. She gave the child 
to a neighbor and attempted 
suicide. After a long talk, the 
doctor showed her that adult- 
ery, while dishonest, was a 
world she could return from. 
Her case is now with the 
courts. 


Case E: Two girls, Emma H. 
and Cynthia G. K., both aged

17, were brought to a court 
psychiatrist. First offenders, 
they were charged with solic- 
iting for purposes of prostitu- 
tion. 


The girls were brash, nasty 
and difficult to handle. Their 
vocabularies would have 
shamed an old mariner. After 
two attempts to reason with 
the girls, the doctor (as he 
later admitted, unethically) 
put each one over his knee 
in turn and gave them good 
old fashioned spankings. The 
girls shrieked, shouted and 
then began to cry. They 
broke down and began talk- 
ing to him. Both girls were 
spoiled brats who had never 
been spanked in their lives, 
who had come from good 
homes with plenty of spend- 
ing money. Their summers 
were spent in camps, their 
winters in boarding schools. 
They saw little of their par- 
ents. On their own they de- 
cided on a career of fun. Two 
months before being appre- 
hended, they had embarked 
on their careers. They picked 
up boys, eventually became 
the sweethearts of a street 
gang and had to submit to 
any gang member upon de- 
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mand. When the gang needed 
money the girls solicited. The 
night they were picked up, 
they were in a car in a drive- 
in movie with six college 
boys. Their plan was to go 
from car to car seeking busi- 
ness. 

Their remedy was to call 
back their parents from Eu- 
rope and break the news to 
them. The court tongue- 
lashed the parents in this 
case as contributing to the 
delinquency of minors. 


Thus dishonest sex reaps 
its own rewards -— bitter re- 
wards for those who crave 
pre-marital or extra-marital 
relations. The paths of pros- 
titution lead but to the courts 
of divorce, the dirty cots of 
back alley abortion quacks, 
suicide, prison and the ana- 
lysts’ couches. “A man or a 
woman’s conscience is the 
best weapon we own in fight- 
ing dishonest sex,” says Dr. 
Klein. “It’s a balance wheel 
between the forces of good 
and evil. I know sin is here to 
stay—but it can be fought 
with decency and an under- 
standing of one’s own self, 
thus lessening tensions—the 
triggers of sexual emotion.”

What’s behind re- 
ports that peacetime 
Army brutalizes men 


hen enlisted men talk 
about “chicken” they 
don’t mean poultry. They 
mean exaggerated and un- 
necessary discipline. Are our 
Armed Forces “chicken’’? 
Are they too harsh on the re- 
eruits they try to whip into 
fighting shape? So say some 
servicemen and many of their 
relatives. What are the facts? 
Since the Korean war news- 
papers have been full of in- 
cidents in which branches of 
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‘Too soft,” complain officers and non-coms; 


the Armed Forces have been 
accused of brutality: 

@ Lt. R. S. Morgan and Set. 
R. J. Whitbeck of Fort Dix, 
N. J., were tried for exercis- 
ing a cruel punishment in 
making their men stand at 
attention in 90° heat for an 
hour. 

@ A Parris Island Marine 
Drill Instructor was accused 
of striking Pvt. Donald Mis- 
far so hard (for failing to 
say “sir,” not having a prop- 
erly prepared field pack) that 
the rookie was hospitalized 
with a groin hernia. 

@ AF Maj. Gen. Byron Gates, 
former commander of Cha- 
nute Field, [ll., was charged 
with, among other things, re- 
fusing GIs permission to 
park cars on base unless they 
bought auto insurance from 
a firm in which he had an 
interest. 

@ A Fort Dix inductee died 
of meningitis after his re- 
peated pleas for medical 
treatment were turned down 
and he was accused of “gold- 
bricking.” 

Shocking as these incidents 
are, they must be analyzed 
and viewed in perspective. 

There’s hardly a war vet 
who doesn’t recall episodes 


as bad as these, and worse; 
but in the old army no EM 
would dare complain. Today 
matters which would never 
have seen the light of day 
are made public by news- 
papers and civilian author- 
ities in the war dept. Officers 
complain they often can’t 
give proper training because 
of fear that anxious mothers 
will drag them before a sen- 
ate committee. 

“T know Boy Scouts who 
get better training than these

soldiers,” muttered one non- 
com. It’s acknowledged that 
many of our troops did not 
perform as well as they could 
in Korea. 

Is today’s army too soft 
or too tough? The answer 
lies somewhere in between. 

Veterans will be amazed 
to hear that many rookies 
train only 44 hours a week 
during basic, with evenings 
off and no night marches.

d described death march; 


six 3-day passes. There’s no 
double-timing in gas masks, 
and obstacle courses are now 
called “confidence courses”— 
and are voluntary. This is 
the situation reported at the 
Army’s Ft. Leonard Wood. 
Yet special training schools 
set up recently in the Army, 
such as the Arctic survival 
course at Pickles Meadows, 
Colo., are tougher than any- 
thing the WW I doggie 
faced. The problem is that 
the run-of-the-mill soldier in 
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‘OPERATION DIET’ DREW FIRE 





today’s army often gets 
bogged down in the technical 
phases of training, such as 
electronics, radar, or admin- 
istrative work, and never 
learns soldiering. 

The Army’s Maj. R. W. 
Stephens was one officer 
whose unit scored an amaz- 
ingly low casualty rate in 
Korea because he gave them 
basic all over again—the old 
army way—when he got them 
to Korea. “I told the mothers 
I was going to make it as 
tough for their sons as I 
could. And I told them why. 
The safest soldier is the 
trained soldier. I got back a 
lot of letters saying ‘OK, 
give it to ’em’.” 

What should the Army do? 
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It should continue’ the 
toughening program it has 
started, and training officers 
should attempt to have safety 
regulations lifted so that live 
ammunition is used in com- 
bat maneuvers. 

However, the American GI 
is a peculiar animal. He’s 
been raised to believe in his 
rights as an individual and 
it isn’t easy for him to be- 
come just a cog in a big ma- 
chine. 

The Army should ease the 
feeling of resentment many 
enlisted men have toward the 
officer system by providing 
“separate but equal” priv- 
ileges for off-duty activities, 
equalizing penalties for equal 
crimes regardless of rank, 
and abolishing cruel punish- 
ments, although reasonable 
measures such as extra duty 
(and court martial where the 
crime is severe enough) 
should be retained. 

The newspapers recently 
carried a perfect example of 
the need for compromise. At 
Ft. Carson, Colo., Maj. Gen. 
T. M. Watlington decided to ° 
court-martial each of his men 
who was overweight and did 
not report for weight-reduc- 
ing instruction! 

“Moderation” will

band in Miami. 

Then suddenly, she turned 
up on the front pages in a 
desperate suicide try (*.). 

Why? There’s something 
missing in Martha’s life that 
she’d rather have than money, 
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Comic Martha is usually tragic lover 


fame or success. With her, 
love has been a hit-and-missus 
affair. Mostly miss. 

Born in a show business 
family where meals were un- 
certain, Martha had a brother 
and sister who died in later 
life as a direct result of pri- 
vations suffered as kids.
